Word was received from Nathan 
Adams, of Dallas, Texas, that south- 
ern bankers have arranged to make 
or renew loans to farmers for holding 
3,100,000 bales—400,000 short of the 
original goal. 

The board and the American Cot- 
ton Co-operative Association, for their 
part, have agreed to hold their stores 
of about 3,500,000 bales until July 
31, 1932, the beginning of the new 
crop year. 

This pledge, however, would not be 
binding if the price should reach 
121-2 cents a pound during the in- 
terim. 

The bankers, board officials and 
representatives of the co-operative as- 
sociation drafted the- plan in New 
Orleans October 12 as an emergency 
move to increase prices by preventing 
gluts on an already congested mar- 
ket. A slight rise in prices resulted 


The bankers sought financing for 
3,000,000 bales, but encountered dif- 
ficulty in obtain full- suppért. 

‘The farm board appreciates the dif- 
ficulties inherent in securing pledges 
for financing so large an amount of 
cotton within the limited time avail- 
able,” an announcement today said. 
“Although the number of pledges re- 
ported is 400,000 bales short of the 
goal set, we hope and expect that ad- 
ditional pledges covering at least this 
amount will be received. The willinz- 
ness of southern bankers to guarantee 
eredit on cotton to such an extent 
abundantly evidences their sympa- 
thetic attitude toward cotton, their 
conviction as to the basic soundness 
of loans on the low price level of this 
years crop and their co-operation 
with the farm board in its efforts to 
help southern farmers.” 

The 1931 crop of 16,903,000 bales— 
the second largest in history—sent 
prices tobogganing to 5-cent levels. 
Hoping for better returns, farmers 
are generally storing as much as pos- 
sible. The agriculture department has 
agreed to accept cotton as collateral 
for drouth loans at 8 cents a pound 
to encourage storage. Many banks, 
too; are making individual loans for 
this purpose.

Lays Cause of War on China 


Japanese Official Says 
Oriental Neighbor Dis- 
- regarded Treaties Essen- 
tial to Manchuria.

TOKYO, Nov. 22.—(4)—The whole 
difficulty in Manchuria originates 
from a long series of open disregard 
by China of treaties which are es- 
sential to the security of that re- 

gion. 

Its immediate cause is now well 
known to be the violent attack of Sep- 
tember 18 last, made by Chinese 
troops on the South Manchuria rail- 
way zone, under the protection of the 
Japanese arniy. 


We are all too apt to forget that 
between 1895 and 1904 China had 
allowed Russia to get Manchuria com- 
pletely within her grasp. It was 
practically a Russian province. By 
the war of 1904-05 Japan wrested it 
trom the control of the czar, and hand- 
ed Manchuria back to China, only 
stipulating the retention of the South 
Manchurian railway and the right of 
military protection of that line, to- 
gether with a lease of Kwantung. 


All the time China was secretly 
an ally of Russia, and had this fact 
been known Japan would have had 
every justification for replacing Rus- 
sia in Manchuria. In 1915 she did 
obtain some extension of her rights— 
in particular recognition of the right 
of her people to lease Manchurian 
land—~and her civilizing efforts result- 
ed in enormously increasing the pros- 
perity and population of the coun- 
try. 

Then came the intensive campaign 
by which all nations have suffered 
in China for the repudiation of the so- 
called “unequal” treaties; and this 
means the repudiation of Japanese 
treaties which had secured peace and 
order in Manchuria. 

Outrage succeeded outrage and our 
Korean fellow-subjects, for whose in- 
terests we feel especially responsible, 
were again and again attacked and 
were beginning to retaliate. 

Such a_ situation could not last. 
Japan relied and relies on peaceful 
means for its settlement. Only her 
troops were not in the railway zone 
as ornaments. When the Chinese at- 
tacked the line they could not but 
perform the duty for which they were 
there: namely, to repel the attack 
and to prevent its repetition. 

As soon as Manchuria is safe they 
will be withdrawn to the railway 
zone and the situation will again be- 
come normal, A Sino-Japanese com- 
mission (as was at first almost agreed 
upon) could have arranged this, but 
China preferred to decline all nego- 
tiations and to invoke the distant 
League, and so the matter for the 
present rests, 

Accusations are reported to have 
been. made in China that Japan is 
establishing “puppet governments” to 
subserve her own interests in Man- 
churia. The fact is that the former 
Chinese officials fled upon the ap- 
proach of our forces and left the un-

As Plane Lands in Colombia 


BARRANQUILLA, Colombia, Nov. 
22. —(By Pan-American Air- 
ways Radio to Miami.)—Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh nestled the 
giant American Clipper, Pdan-Ameri- 
can Airways seaplane, into Barran- 
quilla harbor at 12:03-p. m. today 
amid the cheers of thousands of per- 
sons to complete the first trans- 
Caribbean flight of the monster air 
vessel, 

As he landed the ship preparatory 
to remaining here for several days, 
Colonel Lindbergh was welcomed to 
Colombia—his third trip to the na- 
tion—by Dr. Enrico De La Rosa, 
secretary to the governor at Barran- 
quilla, 

_In addition, a group of local offi- 
clals lent Dr. De La Rosa their as- 
sistance in greeting Colonel Juind- 
hergh and the 17 passengers he 
brought here on the maiden voyage of 
the American Clipper into South 
America. 

General Urbano Castillano, com- 
mandant of the military district, and 
representatives of the American con- 
sulate joined in the welcome. 

Colonel Lindbergh lifted the Clip- 
per off the water at Kingston, Ja- 
maica, harbor, at 7 a. m. today for 
its first lengthy cross-water hop since 
if was commissioned as a commercial 
vessel. He flew the big seaplane, with 
its passengers and more than 17,000 
pleces of mail, across the Caribbean 
sea in a little more than four hours. 
Weather generally was excellent for 
the flight, but an _ occasional line 
squall hit the airship as she cruised 
swiftly toward the South American 
shore. 

While Colonel Lindbergh remained 
here in connection with business for 
Pan-American Airways and Scadta 
Airlines, of South America, Mate Pi- 
lot Basil Rowe continued the maiden 


voyage of the Clipper to Cristobal, 
landing there at.5:05 p. m. 

. The Flying Colonel announced re- 
gretfully that delay in the start of his 
flight from Miami would prevent his 
proposed flying trip to Bogota, capi- 
tal of Colombia, while he awaited the 
return of the Clipper from the Canal 
Zone. 

While Colonel Lindbergh and Mate 
Pilot Rowe took 30-minute tricks at 
the controls of the giant air liner, the 
passengers aboard today concluded a 
bridge tournament started when the 
plane left Miami. Masculine card 
wielders won the tourney and gained 
Colonel Lindbergh’s approbation as 
experts, although the Flying Colonel 
made no indication that he wished to 
join the tournament. 

Before Colonel Lindbergh settled 
the plane down into the harbor here 
he circled the city twice. Waiting 
welcoming crowds thought he made 
the gesture to be sure that the locai 
greeting would be in proper shape, 
but after he landed, Colonel -Lind- 
bergh said he saw great amounts of 
what he believed to be driftwood in 
the harbor and thought he would wait 
until the waters were clear before he 
set the Clipper down. When he land- 
ed he discovered that what he thought 
was driftwood was only floating vege- 
tation, which was in no ways capable 
of damaging his airplane. 

As Rowe continued the flight, the 
Clipper passed over Cartegena, Colom- 
bia, at 2:30 p. m., the last point of 
land to be sighted before the conclu- 
sion of the 275-mile water hop to 
Cristobal, 

As the Clipper made its way over 
the Colombian coast prior to taking 
the open sea hop the passengers saw 
members of the San Blas White In- 
dian colony, stricken by curiosity, 
along the shores of the nation. 


After Long Fear 


Martin Johnson Goes ‘Air-Minded’ 


of Plane ‘Perils’ 


BY BEN COOPER. 

Martin Johnson, famous explorer, 
has discovered that the air is a safe 
avenue of travel. 

Mr. Johnson and his equally famous 
wife, Mrs. Osa Johnson, arrived here 
Sunday night to give lectures’ on 
“Wonders of the Congo,” illustrated 
with motion pictures. They came by 
air from Cincinnati, and will fly back 
to New York after their lectures in 
the south are concluded. 

“Five weeks ago you could not have 
dragged me into a plane with the aid 
of wild horses,” Mr. Johnson declared. 
“The so-called perils of darkest Africa 
were. nothing as compared with the 
danger presented by an airplane trip. 
Then came an occasion when I had 
to use one, in getting from Chicago 
to the bed of my dying father at Enid, 
Okla., and since then I have used them 
constantly.” 

Mr. Johnson’s conversion to air 
travel is so complete that he wilk buy 
a plane next summer for use in Af- 
rica, and he is doing all in his power 
to make other persons “air-minded.” 

The lecture of the Johnsons will be 
given at 8:15 o’clock tonight in Glenn 
Memorial auditorium, Emory, under 
auspices of the Student Lecture Asso- 
ciation of Emory, and at the Para- 
mount theater at 3 o’clock and 
o'clock Tuesday and Wednesday and 
at 10 o’clock Thursday morning. 

Johnson Defends Africa. 

At ease in a deep, upholstered chair 
in his luxurious suite at the Ansley 
hotel, Mr. Johnson Sunday night de- 
fended Africa from the impressions of 
the continent common in this country. 
“A person has 50 per cent more 
chance of attaining a ripe old age 
in Africa than here,” he said. “There 
are perils, to be sure, but no more and 
‘even less than those you are up 
against in America. The tsetse fly 
and its sleeping sickness is no more 
feared than civilization’s epidemics of 
influenza and kindred ailments; and 
most animals, rather than charge, 
turn and run away.” 

Mrs. Johnson told, with many a 
laugh, the story of how she sat on 
top of one of the cars of the expedi- 
tion eating partridges. The scene was 
baited for lion pictures, and presently 
a lion came strolling along. Mrs. 
Johnson, with accurate aim, tossed a 
partridge bone at him, and the beast, 
with a snarl, whirled into the forest. 

Ran Away at 14. 
Martin Johnson ran. away from 


home at the age of 14, and went to 
Europe. From that time on he has 
traveled and explored. Several years 
were spent in the South Seas with 
Jack London, the noted writer, and 
he has explored in Borneo and prac- 
tically all of Africa. Of their 22 
years of married life, the Johnsons 


tion. Their home is now Nairobi in 
the Kenya Colony, where they have 
a magnificent house. 

Mr. and Mrs, Johnson will cruise to 
Alaska in their own boat next spring, 
and will return to the Belgian Congo 
next fall. Their last expedition was 
in the Congo, where they studied the 
pygmy tribes. Mr. Johnson said that 
the reason for the short stature of 
the pygmies is not known, but that 
the damp, dark forests where they 
live, the lack of salt, and the type of 
their food may be responsible. They 
tried to bring some of the pygmies to 
this country, but the small folk re- 
fused to come, even though tempted 
with rewards that would have made 
them the Rockefeller of their people. 

There is little jungle in Africa, 
plains composing nine-tenths of the 
continent, Mr. Johnson said, ‘“‘Dark- 
est Africa is very much like our own 
country was 150 years ago,” he ex- 
plained. “Practically all of the game 
lives in the open. Your Okefenokee 
swamp is, I imagine, something like 
the tropical jungle of Africa.” 

Pneumonia at Equator. 

Mrs. Johnson told of catching pneu- 
monia at the equator in Africa from 
snow and intense cold. The Johnsons 
were on a high mountain at the time, 
250 miles from civilization, she said. 
They were after mountain gorillas, 
and their search was successful, for 
they brought back some of the huge, 
husky creatures, the first of that type 
in captivity. 

There are not as many flies or in- 
sect pests in Africa as there are here 
in summer, and there were more 
snakes at his home in Independence, 
Kans., in a week than he saw in 
Africa in a year, Mr. Johnson said. 

Douglas Oliver Jr., former Atlanta 
Boy Scout, and two other scouts spent 
some time with the Johnsons several 
years ago in Africa. “They are three 
fine, dandy boys, and we hated to 
give them up,” Mr. Johnson said. 

Mr. Johnson confessed that until 
two weeks ago he had never heard 
Amos and Andy. Now he listens in 
whenever he has an opportunity.

Former Cabinet Minister 
Succumbs to Brief Ill- 
ness at Age of 59. 


PARIS, Nov. 22.—(4)—Louis 
Loucheuer, former cabinet minister in 
a succession of French governments 
and once reputed to be the wealthiest 
man in France, died today after a 
brief illness. He was 59. 

He was minister of munitions dur- 
ing the war and was a member of 
the French “delegation to the Ver- 
sailles peace conference in 1919, Later 
he was successively minister of dev- 
astated regions, minister of com- 
merce, minister of finance and minis- 
ter of national economy. He repre- 
sented France at Geneva _ several 
times.

God, Dr. Newton paid tribute to his 
genius and capacity for friendship. 

‘He lived for others,” he said, “‘and 
served much because he loved much. 
No night was too long for his work 
and no friendly act too exacting for 
his heart.” 

Especial words of condolence were 
said for the family of Dr. Small and 
for his associates on The Constitu- 
tion, numbers of whom were present.

IN ARDMORE TRIAL 


Officers Acquitted on 
Charges of Slaying Mex- 
ican Youth Last June. 


ARDMORE, Okla., Nov. 22.—(/) 
The closing chapter of the fatal 
shooting of two young Mexican col- 
lege students of prominent families 
last June by two Ardmore peace of- 
ficers, was written today when the 
officers were acquitted of murder 
charges. 

William E. Guess and Cecil Cros- 
by, former deputy sheriffs, were ac- 
quitted by a district court jury of 
the murder of Manuel Garcia Gomez. 
Murder charges pending against Cros- 
by in the death of Emilio Cortes Ru- 
bio, kinsman of the Mexican presi- 
dent, were dismissed. 

Guess, who accepted responsibility 


for firing the fatal shots, was ac- 
quitted last summer of the murder 
of young Cortes Rubio. 

F. M. Dudley, assistant state at- 
torney-general in charge of the prose- 
cution, said dismissal of the case 
against Crosby closed the _ matter, 
which aroused international interest. 

Guess and Crosby thanked the 
judge and jury and smiled as the ver- 
dict was given. Guess termed the 
verdict “just.”

The fact that adolescent girls and 
youthful mothers succumb to it in 
numbers almost twice as great as 
their brothers of equal age makes 
the appeal for funds to fight off 
its ravages an all the more poign- 
ant one.

REMEDIAL OnE FOR WEAK 
WOMEN. 


The other day, telling about the ef- 
fectiveness of simple postural and ex- 
ercise treatment for the common dis- 
abilities following childbirth (spread- 
ing of the upright belly muscles, 
cervical lacerations, perineal lacera- 
tions or relaxations, and retrodisplace- 
ments), I mentioned several stunts 
which are good for nearly all women 
following -childbirth and particularly 
for the weak ones. These stunts were 
the well known leg raising exercise, 
the drawing up of relaxed perineal 
muscles, the knee chest position, the 
dachshund crawl and the monkey 
walk, 

Now I'll explain these as well as I 
can, so that any schoolgirl may under- 
stand, 

Leg raising exercise: Beneficial in 
any case where the belly is flabby, 


relaxed, sagging or protruding, wheth- 
er from childbirth, confinement by ill- 
ness or operation, or sedentary habit. 
Lie on your back with hands clasped 
behind your head. Keep legs extend- 
ed and elevate first one to verticle and 
slowly down again, then the other, 
repeating with each leg three times 
the first weeks, with both legs to- 
gether three times each night and 
morning the second week, and with 
both legs together four times night 
and morning the third week, six times 
the fourth week, ten times the fifth 
week, twenty times the sixth week and 
thereafter. 

Only a physician can instruct a 
patient how to draw up the perimeal 
muscles, 

To assume the knee chest posture 
get on all fours, then lower your chest 
till it rests on the floor, keeping your 
thighs vertical to the floor. This is 
beneficial for many of the functional 
disturbances of women, as well as dis- 
placements. Keep the posture three 
minutes night and morning the first 
week, increase the time a minute or 
two each week, till you hold the pos- 
ture without undue fatigue 10 minutes 
each night and morning. 

The dachshund crawl is simply pro- 
gression in the knee chest position. 
That is, crawl two or three times 
around the room with your chest and 


nearly vertical. 

The monkey walk is the hardest of 
all. It is rather for those who have 
practiced the foregoing stunts for sev- 
eral weeks first. It is simply walk- 
ing about on all fours, not just touch- 
ing the fingers or hands to the floor 
with each step, but putting consider- 
ces Net aaccig on each hand as you walk 
on it. 

If such stunts seem silly to you, 
et me assure you they are not nearly 
so silly as taking worthless nostrums 
that purport to have some mysterious 

Strengthening” or “building” effect 
on “weak women,” or worse, “deli- 
cate’ women. And although I’m rath- 
er fond of operations myself, I’d rather 
do all the monkey walks and other 
foolishness every day of my life than 
undergo one of those so-called repair 
operations if I were a woman.

HUNDRED 10 TESTIFY 
IN RUM PLOT DEFENSE 


OPELIKA, Ala., Noy. 22.—(A@)— 
With the resumption of the trials of 
37 persons on charges of conspiracy to 
violate the national prohibition laws 
in Phenix City tomorrow, defense at- 
torneys have nearly 100 witnesses 
ready to testify. 

In two hours yesterday, after the 
government rested, the defense intro- 
duced a score of witnesses to testify 
as to the good character of J. M. 
Blair. former chief of police; Walter 
former mayor; E,. Ju. 
White, former city commissioner, and 
several members of the Phenix City 
police foree who are among those 
charged with conspiracy. 

Credibility of four of the govern- 
ment’s principal witnesses, Albert 
Howard. Dan’ Dozier Jennett. Carl 
Green and CC, C. (Lum) Griggs, had 
been attacked through testimony in- 
troduced by the defense. 

The witnesses called included a 
minister, a banker, a cireuit court 
judge, a public school superintendent 
and other citizens of Phenix City. 

Defense attorneys indicated in 
cross-examination of some of the gov- 
ernment witnesses who admitted con 
viction on prohibition charges, that 
they would seek to establish that re- 
venge on the officers on trial prompt- 
ed their testimony. 

Whether. persens under summons 
included some of those mentioned in 
eross-examination of these witnesses 
was not announced by the defense. 

Court was recessed at noon yester- 
day to permit defense attorneys to 
confer and arrange their witnesses to 
expedite trial of the case, which prob- 
ably will extend to the middle of the 
current week. 

The list of defendants was cut from 
46 to 37 yesterday as Judge Charles

The Gordon String quartet is com- 
posed of Jacques Gordon, first -vio- 
lin; Ralph Silverman, second violin; 
Papl Robyn, viola, and Naoum Ben- 
ditzky, cello, a group of artists pos- 
sessing musicianship and technique 
uhsurpassable in excellence. The en- 
tire playing of the quartet was en- 
déwed with a unity of spirit, a per- 
fect feeling for balance in phrasing, 
neo of interpretation and un- 

tanding, and a sublimity of tonal 
Warmth and beauty that approached 
divinity. ‘Theirs is the ideal quartet, 
so completely is individuality erased, 
pnd so perfectly is artistic tempera- 
ment blended into the whole. 

‘The first number, Beethoven’s 
“Quartet in F minor, Opus 95,” a num- 
ber with many demands, technical and 
interpretative, in the contrasting 
movements, revealed the finished ar- 
 tistry and the minute detail of per- 
fect blending and merging of tone 
met characterizes the quartet's work. 
The classic style of the composition 
Was portrayed with remarkable taste, 

Three numbers comprised the sec- 
ond group, H. Waldo Warner's folk 
song. phantasy: on the old English 
air, “Dance to Your Daddy,” charm- 
ing and fantastic, and always a per- 
fection of nuance and phrasing, with 
a beautiful cello solo accompanied 
hy the other strings muted, just pre- 
ceding the effective ending; [Ernest 
Bloch’s “Night,” modern in charac- 
ter and literally veiled with the mys- 
ticism of an oriental night, and NSini- 
gaglia’s “Etude de Concert,” in which 
brilliancy and perfect synchronization 
reigned supreme, 

Responding to a hearty ovation, 
the quartet gave as encores, “Drink 
to Me Only With Thine Eyes,” which 
fairly sobbed with human emotion, 
and Grainger’s “Molly on the Shore,” 
scintillating with rhythmical and me- 
lodie ecstacy. 

In his solos, Jacques Gordon proved 
his virtuosity as a violinist in the dif- 
ficult “Prelude and Allegro” (Paga- 
nini), which he played with a master- 
ly command of both his instrument 
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and of the musical context. A beauty 
of tone that was moving predominat- 
ed in Rimsky-Korsakoff’s “Romance,” 
and Chopin's “Mazurka in A minor” 
was rendered with a grace and facil- 
ity that charmed. In the final num- 
ber, Wieniaski’s “Scherzo Tarantelle,” 
Mr. Gordon fairly captured the audi- 
ence With delight with his almost in- 
conceivable technical ability, coupled 
with a masterly musicianship and his 
artist’s heart that was disclosed al- 
ways in his playing. The raptuously 
beautiful “Poem,” of Fibich, was of- 
fered as an encore.

There is a diversity of opinion regarding the quick kick 
and its values. 

It was with considerable surprise that I found the Georgia 
coaches a bit touchy on the subject of the quick kick—not 
because it has been used against them so much but because the 
public and all the football reporters have taken the attitude 
that the quick kick has done Georgia considerable harm, notably 


in the Vanderbilt and Tulane games. 

Harry Mehre and Rex Enright both welcome the 
quick kick against their team, even if the ball is downed 
on the one-foot line. 

“It gives us the ball, doesn’t 
that’s what we want—that football. 
other team has it.”’ 


The idea which the Georgia coaches have, and it is 
undoubtedly the correct one from their viewpoint, is 
that an offensive team wants to keep the ball as much 
as possible. There is no need to give it to the other team 
with a quick kick even though the kick be a surprise 
fnove that puts the opposing team deep in its own 
territory. 

“A defensive 
kick,’’ said Enright. ‘‘Vanderbilt employed it quite properly. 
Vanderbilt had little offensive threat. The Vanderbilt idea was 
to keep kicking the ball, hoping to recover it deep in our terri- | 
tory and push over one touchdown. 

“But Georgia, with good running backs, would be 
unwise to employ the quick kick,’”’ continued Enright. 
‘“‘We want to score. Why should we kick on second or 
third down as a surprise maneuver and give the ball to 
the other team? We want it. We want to try and score 
with our own plays. It is nq play for a team with an 
offense. Tulane used it against us but it was not a 
necessary or beneficial play for Tulane. They did not 
need to give us the ball. The fact that we didn’t make 
good the chance it gave us doesn’t change things at all.”’

But to the 52,000 persons who saw Southern California come from 
behind in one flaming rally that scored two touchdowns and a field goal 
in the final period, and smash Notre Dame's three-year chain of victories 
with a 16-14 triumph, it was the most wildly exciting scene evér enacted 
on any gridiron.

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—(@®)— 
Three pretenders, Tulane, Southern 
California and Northwestern, sat 
close to the national football throne 
today, ready to assume royal robes if 
and when a clear title claim can val- 
idly be made. 

There were other possible contend- 
ers, notably Tennessee and Southern 
Methodist, among colleges playing 
major schedules, but their right to a 
place so close to the throne did not 
seem quite so clearly defined. 

If, as most observers expect, Tu-

‘Irregular’ 


'Week’s Reports on Business 


in Character 


BY VICTOR EUBANK. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—()—“Ir- 
regular’ was the word characterizing 
the majority of business reports from 
various parts of the United States 
during the past week. 

Indications were that trade gen- 
erally was marking time, waiting for 
the answers te a number of impor- 
tant questions which are expected 
by statisticians and others to presage 
the return to better times. 

That the worst has been seen is 
the opinion of some government offi- 
cials and economists who see a slow 
and “spotty” improvement in condi- 
tions during the coming months. Ups 
and downs have been predicted by the 
analysis with no sustained upward 
movement generally expected until 
19382. 

In the meantime the foreign situ- 
ation, including the Sino-Japanese ar- 
mistice negotiations and new ‘British 
tariffs; domestic credit expansion 
through government borrowings ; 
chances of increased federal taxes; 
new banking legislation, and a solu- 
tion of the railways’ problems—these 
were looked upon as having a direct 
bearing on the business outlook. 

Wholesalers and retailers, however, 
are reported to have taken on a feel- 
ing of encouragement regarding fu- 
ture trends, owing to the general 
firmness of commodities. Although 
wheat lost some of its recent gains, 
cotton and petroleum have held up 
well. 

On the darker side of the picture, 
there were reported more commercial 
failures than during the previous 
week; bank clearings were somewhat 
off, freight car loadings showed a de- 
cline; largely seasonal, and the elec- 
tric power output was down a little. 

Although the heads of the heavy 
industries see brighter prospects for 
the first part of the year, at the mo- 
ment these lines are exhibiting but lit- 
tle noticeable pickup. The steel com- 
panies apparently held their own at 
a time when decreased activity among 
the mills is said to rest with the 
automobile manufacturers, increased 
building and renewed requirements of 
the railroads. 

Retail gains are not expected to be 
significant until real winter weather 
asserts itself in those parts of the 
country where temperatures are usu- 
ally dropping this time of year. This

Print 
cloth prices are lower than they were 
a week ago and we made the state- 
ment at that time that “no mill could 
possibly make the standard print 
cloths at the prices then quoted ex- 
cept at a loss.” 

If there was ever a need of regu- 
lation of production, that need exists 
now. For the volume of sales, the 
increase in unfilled orders and the 
comparative smallness of stocks have 
had no power to prevent the steady 
trend to lower prices brought about 
by increasing production. If this 
trend is to be curbed, something must 
'be done. Buying will respond to the 
stimulant of decreased production, and 
there is nothing else likely to stimu- 
late it for another month or two. This 
is a matter to which the mills should 
give prompt and immediate _ atten- 
tion. 

In spite of the fact that we have 
not met any of the recent prices 
‘quoted on standard print cloths, our 
lsales for the week have been 20 per 
cent in excess of production, showing 
a good, general demand for this time 
of the year on other lines of gray 


larly, on towels. 

There has been some recent 
mand for drills and colored fabrics 
for the Philippines, something that we 
have not had for some little time, and 
reports are that the market for Amer- 
ican cotton goods in Manila has a 
much better appearance today. 

The sheeting situation remains 
rather better than on print cloths, 
but would be improved if there was 
some guaranty against any further 
increase in production. 

Cotton goods in general are selling 
at prices absolutely unwarranted ex- 
cept by forced liquidation. Perhaps 
that may explain recent sales of 
spots, but it certainly does not ex- 
plain sales made within the last day 
or two for later delivery.

BONDS DECLINE 
N SLOW MARKET

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—(#)—The 
bond market declined last week with 
few interruptions as trading’ contin- 
ued in moderate proportions.

An outstanding feature of the

Highly Liquid Position Seen | 
For Statements of January 


NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—(4)—That 
January statements will show the best 
liquid condition since 1921—an_ es- 
sential forerunner of .business recov- 
ery—is the opinion of Dr. Stephen E. 
Miller, director of economics for R. G. 
Dun & Co. 

In “a message to the credit com- 
munity,” published today, Dr. Miller 
declares that “early business state- 
ments indicate lower inventories, re- 
eeivables and liabilities than for any 
time during the past 10 years.” 

Dr. Miller believes that control of 
credit is the problem of the world to- 
day. 

“Credit represents the purchasing 
power of the nation,” he concluded. 
“It is like the volume of water in 
the stream; it may run full or it may 
run low; it may be frozen or it may 
be wasted. ‘The aim of the engineer 
is to get such an even flow of water 
as will meet the demand of the com- 
munity throughout the year. The aim 


of the economist is to get such a flow 
of credit as will maintain a general 
price level. 

“Credit is an endless chain. In a 
single year sixty billion dollars worth 
of goods are retailed to the American 
people, and two-thirds of thig business 
is on credit; these same c@mmodities 
have been passed along, from the 
wholesaler or manufacturer, on cred- 
it; they were manufactured on credit, 
and, for the greater part, produced on 
the farm, in the mine, in the forest 
on borrowed money. 

“Lest we wake up some morning, 
facing more difficulties than we face 
today, it should be remembered that 
managed economy means management 
by individuals, bureaus, or commis- 
sions, directly or indirectly amenable 
to the whims and expediency of po- 
litical parties. As wasteful and in- 
solent as competition may be, it might 
be a paradise compared to a_ lock- 
stepping bureaucracy and fanatical 
constituency.” 


BRADSTREET WEEKLY 
BANK CLEARINGS

Bank clearings rose sharply last 
week to make an impressive and very 
encouraging showing. Total clearings 
for forty-seven cities in the United 
States rose to $6,253,208,000, which

SAS IN CALM MARKET 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 22.—(?)— 
Cotton developed a moderate reac- 


tion trend during the past week and 
although the decline persisted from 
day to day they were not heavy and 
the net decline for the week did not 
exceed. 35 points or $1.75 a bale. 

One of the main depressing influ- 
ences was the liquidation of the De- 
cember position. ‘The first notice day 
for that month will occur early in the 
coming week and in preparation for 
that event there has heen persistent 
unloading of the long interest in the 
near month mainly by switching to 
more distant positions. ° 

The decline in silver from a high 
of practically 21 1-2 pence to 18 pence 
was another cause for liquidation. 
This decline in the white metal was 
attributed by some to selling by India 
and by other traders to the refusal 
of the British government to call an 
international conference to consider 
enhancing the monetary use of silver. 

Another depressing influence was 
the decline in stocks and grain. This 
deprived the cotton market of the buy- 
ing support of western traders which 
had been a stimulating influence dur- 
ing the preceeding week. 

The supporting influences included 
a fairly good trade demand on the 
scale down which served to absorb 
the hedging at moderate declines. A 
good demand for spots was also a 
sustaining factor. Exports for the 
week exceeded the corresponding week 
The orient took a large 
part of the shipments, there being 
especially a large movement to Japan 
from Pacifie coast ports. 

The rather liberal volume of Decem- 
ber liquidation points to a consider- 
able in¥erest in that month and there 
is considerable speculation as to the 
volume of the notices to be issued on 
the first notice day now near at hand. 

The total ginnings to November 14 
as issued Saturday by the census bu- 
reau, showing 14,210.301 running 
bales, proved larger than expected, 
being 2,080,755 bales for the last 
period.
